New York, Oct. 6— The widow of 
Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, several 
relatives and a num ber of business 
associates yesterday declared that the 
signature “Colonel Theodore Roose­ 
velt,” which appeared on a note for 
SBO,OOO held by Mrs. Emma Richard­ 
son Burkett, of 
Hillsdale, Indiana, 
was a forgery. 
They gave their testimony 
at the 
opening of the trial in General Ses­ 
sions of Mrs. Burkett, who w as a r­ 
rested last July on a charge of fo rg ­ 
ery after she had presented a claim 
to the Roosevelt estate, was e x tra ­ 
dited to New York, locked up in the 
Tombs and later transferred to Belle­ 
vue Hospital for observation as to 
her sanity.
